Ido not Know whgt else should be shewn to the Council to justify the 
measure. The* matter does not admit of mathematical demonstration or of 
statistical proof. 

Before I sit down I must refer for a moment to a document which cannot 
be, passed unnoticed on the present occasion, viz. the letter of the Britith 
Indian Association on the subject in question. I must confess that I do not 
find anything in that letter calculated to affect the opinion which I first 
expressed in the Council. Notwithstanding the arguments which have been 
advanced in that letter, I see no reason'to alter my opinion on tho Bill; and 
indeed after the letter has been examined what does it come to. It contains a 
great deal that is rather calculated to cheat the faney and please the imagin- 
ation than to appeal to reason and common sense. It indulges in vague gener 
alities and makes copious use of expressions which sound very well to the ear. 

” “the privileges of the Qneen’s loyal 
subjects ;” “the helplessness of the coolie;” “his humble calling;” “the 
embargo on free'labour ;” &c., &c., and characterises the Billas unjust,” 
“unfair,” and “demoralizing,” having for its object the “ostracism” of the 
coolie. 

x I am glad I am not knowingly abetting the initiation of a measure of the 
character described in the letter. The strong expressions used in the letter do 
not therefore affect my views. 

The sting or the gist of the remonstrance contained in the letter is to be 
found in the following words :—‘ But if the well-to-do and powerful, who are 
in authority, or have influence over those in authority, be favoured with law to 
enforce the labour of the less fortunate, such legislation cannot but be regarded 
as unjust, unfair, and demoralizing.” To my mind the fallacy of the argument 
contained in this passage is apparent, and that fallacy vitiates the whole of 
the letter which is otherwise a learned production. 

It appears to me that in dealing with a measure of the kind under con- 
sideration you should rather look to the character, habits, and disposition of 
the coolies, the persons employed than to the class of persons employing them. 
If the eoolies misconduct themselves at all, I would with as little hesitation vote 
for a law intended to relieve those not in power, as for the present Bill, that 
is to say, assuming, that the Bill is only intended for the benefit of those in 
power. But I have no reason to think that the Lepchas make any distinction 
of class or creed. I think they are impartial in their misbehaviour, and their 
misconduct is accompanied with the same ease of conscience in the case of a 
European Secretary as in that of a private Indian gentleman. 

‘he letter, it is remarkable, admits that the coolies do misconduct them- 
selves, for it says “ the Committee do not for a moment doubt that complaints 
do exist as set forth in the Statement of Objects and Reasons.” But. still 
according to it no sufficient reason exists for legislative interference in conse- 
quence of the indefinite character of the complaints, and the indefinite body of 
persons who are affected by it. , 

But it appears to me that the complaints made are of so serious a nature, 
and disclose the existence of such a state of things, that absolute necessity is 
most completely made out, and that the Bill is strictly a justifiable measure 
according to highest authorities in such matters. 

There is one matter, however, which I must explain, viz. the bearing of 
my amendment relating to section 5 of the Bill, upon the motion now before 
the Council. Notwithstanding that I have lost the amendment, which I may 
be allowed to observe has not had the support even of those hon. members who 
have just voted against the Bill, although they themselves had brought forward 
certain amendments of their own, I still vote in favour of the Bill. Iam, how- 
ever, bound to state that if the registration of coolies had been left optional, 





-4pwhich would have been done if my amendment had been carried out, then I 


“would have been perfectly satisfied with the Bill. Similarly, I would have been 
still more satiefied i if the other amendments submitted by me (at least some of 
them, if not all) had found favour with the Council. These amendments, the 
Council will be pleased to observe, comprised matters relating to the four 
points to which I drew the attention of the Council when the Bill was referred 
to the Select Committee, and these points have received at, the hands of that 
Committee such consideration as-that Committee thought them deserving of.

CONSTRUCTION AND MAINTENANCE OF TRAMWAYS. 


CotoneL THE Hon. S. T. Trevor moved that the report of the Select 
Committee on the Bill to authorize the making and to regulate the working of 
Tramways in Bengal be taken into consideration in order to the settlement of 
the clauses of the Bill. He said :—‘‘It may be in the recollection of the 
Council that, in presenting the report of the Select Committee on this Bill 
on the 17th February last, I mentioned that it was necessary under the 
standing orders of the Legislative Department to submit the Bill to the 
Government of India for approval of the penal clauses which are contained 
in it before proceeding further with the Bill. ‘his was done, and I had hoped 
we should have received the reply of the Government of India before this. 
But though we have not received the reply as yet, I have ventured, with the 
permission of His Honor the President, to bring forward the Bill for final 
settlement to-day, as this is the last opportunity I shall have’ of doing so in the 
present session of the Council. The penal clauses of the Bill are, as I men- 
tioned before, identical with those of the Calcutta Tramways Act, which 
apes have been adopted in the Kurrachee Tramways Act. They have thus 

ady twice received the sanction of the Government of India, and there is no 
reason to anticipate tbat any objection will be made to them. It would be 
unfortunate if the Bill were postponed to next session, for that might be 
detrimental to the progress of some tramway schemes which are being promoted, 
and the further prosecution of which is dependent on the passing of the Bill, 
I drew the attention of the Council to the prinicipal changes which were made 
in the Bill by the Select Committee when I presented the report, and I will 
not therefore detwin the Council by any further remarks now. I beg to move 
that the report be taken into consideration in order to the settlement of the 
clauses of the Bill.” ’ 

The motion was put and agreed to. 


CouoneL Trevor also moved that the clauses of the Bill be considered for 
settlement in the form recommended by the Select Committee. 


© The motion was put and agreed to. 


The Hon. Manomep Yusur moved that the words ‘‘a fortnight” be substi- 
tuted for ‘two calendar months” in line 8 of the proviso marked “fourth” 
in section 15. He thought two months was too long a period to allow for 
the construction of a quarter of a mile of tramway, having regard to the ~ 
amount of work to be done, and he submitted that a fortnight was sufiicient 
for the purpose. wig SS 

Coxonen tae Hon. 8. T. Trevor said he was not prepared to accept the 
amendment, He thought two months was not too ie The first draft of the 
Bill fixed six weeks as seamed and it was pointed out that - 
that was not sufficient for purpose, and the Select Committee altered»: 
to. two months. The roads had tobe altered and bridges 
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“The motion was then put and negatived, and the section as it stood 
inthe Bill was agreed to. 

, The Hon. Manomen Yusur moved that in section 28 the word “ framed” 
be substituted for “made” in line 1, and that the words “for the information 
of the public and after a period of two months they shall be revised and approved 
by the Government and published in the Calcutta Gazette,” be inserted after 
the words “‘ Calcutta Gazette” in line 4. He thought it was necessary that the 

ublic should be allowed an opportunity to consider the proposed rules before 
they were finally passed. 

Coxenet the Hon. S. T. Trevor said that on receiving notice of this 
amendment his attention was drawn to the resolution of the Government o 
India on the subject of the publication of bye-laws for at least » month before 
they came into force. He was therefore willing to accept the principle of 
the amendment, und proposed to amend the section in the following manner, 
and he believed his honourable friend would raise no objection to the alteration 
in the wording which was proposed :— 

« All rules and = made under sections 13, 26, and 27, and confirmed by the local 
Government, shall, when so confirme!, be published in the Ca/eutfa Gazette, and such rules 
and bye-laws, when so published. shall, uutil repealed or altered, be of the same effect as if 
they had been inserted in this Act :—Provided that no rules and bye-laws shall Le confirmed 
until they shall have been published for at least one month previously in the Caleutta Gazette 
and in one or more of the local newspapers (if any exist), which circulate in the district to 
which such rules and bye-laws relate.” 

The Hoy. Manomep Yusur withdrew his motion in favour of CoLoNnEL 
Treyor’s amendment. 

CoLonEL TREVor’s motion was put and agreed to, and the section as 
amended was passed. 


The Hon. Manomep Yusur moved that in section 38 the words “ except 
for national religious processions in connection with holidays on which Govern- 
ment offices are closed” be inserted after the word “section” in line 3 of the 
clause marked ‘4th.” ‘The object of this amendment, he said, was that the 
people should not have to pay when the running of the tramway was stopped 
for national religious processions. His attention was drawn to the scope of 
section 88, which, it was said, did not cover cases of this kind, and he was 
told that the proper section for the amendment was section 37. He did not 
object to the insertion of the words in the proper section, so long as what was 
contemplated in the amendment was provided for in the Bill. 

Coronet the Hoy. 8. T. Trevor said he was not prepared to accept the 
amendment. Section 38 applied to cases where the Yocal authority had 
work to do on roads occupied by tramways, such as laying down pipes, &c., and 
had nothing to do with the stoppage of traffic for any other purpose except the 
work tobe done. ‘The regulation of traftic for police purposes was provided for 
in section 37, and that section was ample to cover all necessary powers for the 
purpose to which the amendment referred. The police might regulate proces- 
sions, and so on, without paying compensation. ; 

The motion was then put and negatived, and the section as it stood in the 
Bill was agreed to. 

Cotoney, THE Hon. 8. T, TREvor said the second amendment of his hon. 
friend, the principle of which he had accepted, led to the addition of certain 
words in section 13, and he therefore moved that in that section the words 
‘add to or confirm ” be substituted for “ or add to.” ;

The Report on the Caleutta Court of Small Causes for the year 1882. 
Tue law regulating the constitution, powers, and procedure of .the Court 
was amended during the year by the Presidency Small Cause Courts’ Act XV 
of 1882, which came into force on the Ist of July last. Among the changes 
ihadethe most important was the extension of the Court’s pecuniary jurisdiction 
from Rs. 1,000 to Rs. 2,000. ‘The large number of suits exceeding Rs. 1,000 
in value; which has been already instituted, shows that this provision has been 
‘acceptable to the mercantile and trading community, and is appreciated. 
» The“application of certain portions of the Code of Civil Procedure to 
the Court has also caused some modification of its procedure. ‘the Judges 
report. that the new procedure is less simple, and entails more trouble on 
suitors, than that formerly observed, but they do not advocate a return 
to the old practice. Parties were formerly permitted to appear by “a relative, 
servant, or ‘member of his establishment in his exclusiveemploy:” now they 
must attend personally, or be represented by a pleader, unless they reside 
beyond the limits of the Court’s local ju:isdiction, in which case they may 
year ognized agent. This constitutes the main difference between 
‘new procedure, and-ihe Lieutenant-Governor does not consider 
r nee to justify any recgmmendation for the amendment 
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s0 great, that the charge for their services cannot ordinarily add much 
‘to the cost of prosecuting a claim in the Court. The~ Lieutenant-Governo, 
lias, moreover, recommended, in connection with the amendment of the 
Court Fees’ Act, which has been for some time under consideration, 
reduction of the fee chargeable on the documents by which pleaders 
are authorized to appear in cases, and some relief will be given to suitors 
if this suggestion is adopted.

There was thus a decline of 4,555 in the number of suits instituted in the 
past year, ‘The decrease occurred in suits of all values, with the exception only 
of those for sums exceeding Rs 1,000, but it was most marked in claims for ess 
than Rs. 50, The institution of small suits appears to have been temporarily 
checked by the new procedure, but the Judges remark that ‘‘as the people 
became more accustomed to the change, suits began to increase, until, for a 
month or so before the Doorga Poojah holidays, the files became choked. witli 
the rush that usually takes place about that time.” Suits for sums above 
Rs. 1,000 exceeded the number anticipated. Before the Ist of July 84 suits 
of this kind were instituted by abandoning the excess in each case, but 
in the subsequent half-year the number rose to 134. The total number for 
trial during the year was thus 168. Generally it is said, in explanation of the 
fewer institutions, that a class of cases which were numerous and often for 
considerable sums are excluded by the new Act; that the year 1882 was 
prosperous and diminished litigation; and that the introduction of the new, 
Code has not caused any decrease in suits above Rs. 50. 

3. Notwithstanding the great reduction in the number of suits and of 
contested cases, the past year actually closed with larger arrears than its 
predecessor. ‘his result, in itself not satisfactory, is thus accounted. for,by 
the Judges. The Chief Judge, who formerly tried all suits above Rs. 500, 
is now obliged to confine himself to suits above Rs. 1,000, and, to allot 
a certain ,proportion of the former to each of the Judges. Each Judge 
is, therefore, callod upon at present to try cases of a higher value than 
those previously falling to his share, and, as the time occupied by contested 
cases usually increases with the amount of the claim, the decrease in the 
number of suits has caused no real reduction in the amount of work. *The 
new procedure has, further, given rise to a class of applications never received 
previously, in the disposal. of which a good deal of time is a 7 
and this seems especially to be the case in the Court of the Registrar. The 
following account of the daily routine of work in each Judge’s Court, furnished 
in a recent paper published by one of the Judges, shows how large. 
portion of the day is occupied with uncontested cases and applications, before 
the contested cases are reached :— Eee 


“ The Courts sit daily at 11 o'clock, and the practice in Caloutta is first of

and evidence taken. Then miscellaneous applications of all kinds, in contested and non- 

“ contested eases, are made, argued, and decided. So that by the time all this business is 
disposed of, one-third at least of the working day is gone. Tho first fo hours of every day 
aré oceupied in this way alone, and there is no time wasted or lost. Now no statistics can » 
ever show the character, importance, or amount of this work. But every suitor and” 
legal practitioner is acquainted with it. When all this work has been got through, the © 
Judges get to their contested cases—ie. cases defended either on the facts or the law or 
both. . . 

The contested cases, again, are often fought out at considerable length, and 
when this happens tne rest of the cases for the day, and even some of those for 
the following day, have frequently to be postponed, and an embarrassing & 
accumulation of work ensues, 

4. The Lieutenaut-Governor accepts the explanation given in the report ™ 
that the increase of arrears at the end of the past year indicates no slackening 
of work on the part of the Judges. The new law for the Presidency Small 

Jause Courts has been in operation only for six months of the year under 
review, and it would be premature to adopt any general conclusions from sé 
short a period; but the Judges are aware that the Lieutenant-Governor has , * 
already recommended to the Government of India, on grounds which present ©’ 
results in some measure justify, the appointment of another Judge to the Court; 
and if the number of suits instituted again rises, and the arrears continue to 
increase from causes which are beyond the control of the Court as at present =» 
constituted, he will renew this recommendation. The receipts from fees would 
still leave a considerable surplus after provision for the additional expenditure ; 
and it is essential that in a Court, whose chief recommendation is a speedy 
disposal of causes, the staff of Judges should be sufficiently large to prevent 
delays in decision or accumulation of arrears. The Lieutenant-Governor 
observes with regret that the average duration of contested cases in the Court * 
has risen from 81°3 to 54:8 days within the last two years. 

5. The decrease in litigation in the past year occurred in every descrip- 
tion of suits except those on verbal contracts and interpleader claims. 
The former rose from 2,563 to 98,079, but no adequate reason for the 
increase has been ascertained. Interpleader suits increased by 40, apparently 
owing to the classification of claims to attached property under this head ~ 
in the returns for the year. Realizations under decrees were more satisfactory," 
than formerly, from the greater facilities for execution which the new 
procedure supplies. The Judges state that the litigation of the year shows 
an increased tendency on the part of the trading community to deal in 
purely speculative contracts.  “ Formerly,” they observe, “ such classes of 4 
contracts were confined to Government securities (the amount generally being 
Rs. 25,000) or to shares; now we find they have been extended. to gunny-bags | 4 
and yellow metal, the contention of the parties in many of these cases not being» 
an actual bond fide sale on one side or a purchase on the other, but simply to 
recover the difference, if any, of the market value of the goods on the date of 
delivery.” wee 

‘6. The amount in litigation during the year was Rs. 15,258,343, being 
nearly one lakh of rupees more than in 1881. The total fees realised were 
Rs, 2,77,111, and the net sum credited to Government was Rs. 66,701, after

The rainfall of April is always irregular in its occurrence and distribution, It is usually 
due to brief thunder-storms. which ure generally more or less local in character, although 
they occur during periods of general slight atmospheric disturbance over the whole pro- 
vince. The general cause of these electric and atmospheric disturbances is the conver- 
gence of three strong currents of air, differing considerably in character, towards Bengal— 
one is the warm, moist, southerly current from the head of the Bay ; the second is the bot 
and dry westerly current from the G ngetic plain ; aud- the third is a moderately coal, 
easterly current down the Assam valley, and perhaps down the upper river valleys in 
Cachar. One result of this convergence is occasionally ascensional movement of the moist 
southerly current, and therefore rainfall, and another is the intermingling of the dry and moist 
currents. This last action mainly gives rise to the electrical phenomena of the storms. 

These storms apparently originate in the hills of Kastern, Northern and Western Bene 

al, and descend towards Central and Southern Bengal. They are most frequent in Eustern 
Fesia\, and the rainfall of April (due almost eutirely to them) varies from an average of 
four to five inches in Eastern Bengal to one to two inches in Western Bengal In Behar and 
Chutia Nagpore thunder-storms occur much more rarely, and give an average of barely 
half an inch of rain for the month. 

In the first weck of April 1883 a sort of thunder-storms occurred on the 2nd and 8rd 
over a narrowish area stretching from Burdwan to Commillah (including the Hooghly, 
Howrah districts, the 24-Pergunnahs, the Jessore, Khoolna, Furreedpore, Dacca, and 
Commillah districts), and a second series on the 5th in Orissa, ‘Ihe rainfall of the week was 
almost eutirely due to these storms. ; 

In Bengal the week was a dry one. The rainfall of the week was only 24 per cent. 
of the normal rainfall. The deficiency was greatest in Northern Bengal, where the only 
rain that fell consisted of a few light showers at the foot of the hills in the Cooch Behar 
district. 

No rain fell in Behar and Chutia Nagpore, where the air was unusually hot and dry.

The Report of the Board of Revenue on Road and Public Works Cess operations 
for the cess year 1881-82. 
Read again— 
_ The Report for 1880-81, and tho Resolution recorded upon it. 
The year under review was the second year in which the Cess Act IX 
B.C.) of 1880 was in force, and a comparison may now fairly be instituted 
tween the results of the new system, and those of the operations under the 
old Act, The general result appears in the following table :— 
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The current demand of the year under the head of Road Cess rose from 
Rs. 34,09,433 to Rs. 34,57,384, while the Public Works Cess rose from 
Rs. 35,05,154 to Rs. 35,53,610, the total increase amounting to Rs. 96,407, 
This was wholly due to re-valuations, no change having been made durin 
the year in any district in the rates at which either of the cesses was levied, 
The balance outstanding at the close of the year was Rs. 11,386,110 against 
Rs. 11,71,062 outstanding at the close of the previous year, and the percent- 
age borne by the net balance to the gross demand was reduced from 14:9 to 
13:°8. This reduction is satisfactory in so far as it shows a reduction in the 
‘eurrent balance as compared with the large proportion of the current demand | 
outstanding at the close of the previous year. It is, however, not satisfactory | 
that, notwithstanding the powers conferred under the certricate procedure, , 
the arrear balance should still be larger than in either of the two years before 
this procedure came into force, In the Resolution on the last report, the 
Lieutenant-Governor remarked that, though this procedure might not always 
be effectual for the realization of all dues within the year to which they 
belong, nevertheless, as it admits of the seizure of the immoveable property, 
and even of the person of the defaulter, it should be sufficient to ensure that 
no arrears of one year should remain unrealized at the close of the next. 
Special circumstances, such as are reported from Moorshedabad and Rajshahye, 
must be taken in explanation of failure to realize all arrears of more than one 
year’s standing; but, speaking generally, the Lieutenant-Governor cannot 
consider it satisfactory that, notwithstanding the powers with which Collectors 
are now armed, no less a sum than Mts, 1,92,238 should remain ovtstanding 
for more than twelve months. 

2. A marked improvement is observable in many districts in the collec- 
tions of 1881-82 as compared with those of 1880-81. The Board point out thikt 
the improved results have followed upon indifferent collections in the previous 

ear. It is obvious, as was remarked in the Resolution on the report. for 
1879-80, that to attain a high place on a list framed for the comparison of 
gross collections with current demand, a previous accumulation of arrears, 
from whatever cause, is necessary, and that an officer who has considerable 
arrears to collect as well as the current demand, may show good results, 
though the current collections may not have been really satisfactory, while an 
officer who has practically collected all the Government dues, but who had no 
arrears to start with, may appear to have done inferior work. This fact is 
strongly brought out by the figures supplied by this report. The Durbhunga 
and Mozufferpore districts opened the year with arrear balances of Rs. 1,00,773 
and Rs. 71,895 respectively. They collected during the year Rs, 75,555 and 
Rs. 60,017 on account of these balances. On the other hand, out of net 
demands for the current year of Rs 3,22,671 and Ks. 2,71,814 respectively, 
they collected only Rs. 2,68,094 and Rs. 2,22,298, The final result, however, 
of comparing gross collections (including advance payments for the next 
year) with current demand, is that these districts show percentages of 
104°5 and 1038 respectively. On the other hand, Purneah, which out of 
a net demand on account of the current year of Rs. 1,34,892 collected 
Rs. 1,29,580, but opened the year with an arrear balance of Rs. 6,260 
only, of which it collected Rs. 5,426, appears as the worst district of all, 
ith a percentage of 85:1. Nevertheless, the arrear balances at the close of the 
ear were—Durbhunga, Rs. 25,218; Mozufferpore, Rs. 11,878; and Parneah, 
. 834. The Lieutenant-Governor docs not in any way wish to depreciate 
the excellent work done by the Collectors of Durbhunga and Mozufferpore 
in reducing their arrear balance. But, as the first test adopted in the Board’s 
rt is not ouly “ partial and imperfect,” as the Board admit, but positively 
misleading, the Lisetenagitinrere ce thinks it would be better to aden three 
tests only, i.c. comparison of the arrear collections with arrear balances, 
comparison of current collections with net current demand, and comparison 
advance payments. On the whole, however, and after making allowan 
the fact that the year opened with excessive balances outstan 
Lieutenant-Governor has much pleasure in endorsing the Board’s 
in many districts active and successful efforts were made to redu

the districts of Beerbhoom (100), Julpigoree (100), Pooree (100', Lohar- 
dugga (10), Manbhoom (100), Maldah (99-6), Jessore (99:5), Chumparum 
(99°5), Hazaribagh (99°5), Tipperah (99:3), and Gya (993) show the mogt 
satisfactory results. In Sarun, Backergunge, Midnapore, Mozufferpore, Patna, 
and Durbungha, where the outstandings were particularly heavy, good 
' progress was made. On the other hand, the figures received from Bhagulpore, 
Foveadpore, Burdwan, and Cuttack indicate shortcomings in this respect. 
In Moorshedabad and Rajshahye the short realizations are again attributable 
to the Nashipore Ward’s Estate, which is still out of funds and unable to pay. 
It is stated, however, that there are hopes of clearing off these arrears within 
the current year, , 

4. Inthe realization of the current demand the best work was done in 
Manbhoom (99:1), Lohardugga (98), Chumparun (96°8), Hazaribagh (96-7), 
Purneah (96), Gya (95:3, Mymensingh (95), and Pooree (95) ; and the worst 
in Furreedpore (68°8), Dacca (689), Saran (70:1), Midnapore (70°3), Backer- 
gunge (704), and Balasore (73-2). In regard to Dacca, the Board “ presume 
that the increased assessment imposed in consequence of the recent re-valuation 
is the principal reason of the large outstanding balance” Re-valuations 
resulting in a considerable increase of the assessment were, however, made in 
several other districts, including Maldah, Mymeasingh, Manbhoom, Julpigoree, 
Hooghly, and others, in all of which the collections, both arrear and current, 
were pi up tothe mark. It is worthy of note that, while in every other 
district the summary procedure for the valuation of estates paying less than 
Rs. 100 was very sparingly resorted to, in Dacca it was employed in no less 
than 6,241 estates, out of a total of 6,246. It is impossible to say, from the 
facts now before Government, that the wholesale use of the summary 

ocedure and the growth of the current balance, are connected with each 
other in the relations of cause and effect; but the coincidence is striking, 
and the matter is deserving of enquiry. The Lieutenant-Govyernor also 
observes that in this district the proportion of the arrear balance collected 
during the year was only 75:9 per cent., which is considerably below the 
general average of the Province. Ihe Board would do well to ascertain 
whether any special difficulties exist in regard to the collection of the cesses 
in Dacea. The proportion of certificates fully discharged to the number issued 
is remarkably small, and it is possible that the difficulty of testing objections 
may be responsible for this. The Licutenant-Governor will be glad if the 
Board will, with future reports, submit statements shewing for each district 
(1) the number of estates and tenures.and the number of recorded shareholders ; 
(2) the number of objections lodged against certificates and the number dis- 
posed of. 

5. On the 80th September 1882 the outstanding balance, both arrear 
and current, was Rs. 11,36,110, On the 81st December this had been reduced 
to Rs, 6,74,126. The districts in which the best progress was made in clear-

The Board suggest an optional procedure under which, in the case of petty 
arrears, the Collector should be able to realizo at once, by the cissue ofssummary 

rocess against moveable property only, the present procedure remaining 
intact to meet cases in which the arrears are considerable. ‘The question 
has recently been brought to the notice of the Lieutenant Governor more 
than once in connection with other matters, and he desires that the Board 
will submit a full report on the subject, after consulting district and divisional 
officers upon the practical difficulties they now feel. 

7. Re-valuations were made during the year of the assessments of Julpi- 
goree, Maldah and Manbhoom, and of parts of Monghyr, Bhagulpore, Patna, 
Durbhunga, Sarun and Hazaribagh. All these districts are to be completely 
re-valued. Partial re-valuations are in progress in Mymensing, Hooghly, 
Dacca, Jessore, Beerbhoom and 24-Pergunnahs. The operations have every- 
where resulted in a net increase in the valuation and assessment, though, as 
might have been expected, those proprietors who applied suo motu for re- 
valuntion have in muny eases obtained a decrease. The work appears, 
pao speaking, to have been carefully done, especially in Hooghly, where 
the result of the operations is creditable to the Deputy Collector, Baboo Bemola 
Churn Bhattacharjee. 

8. The names of the officers who have been favourably noticed by the 
Board will be communicated to the Appointment Department. Those specially 
commended are Mr. Quinn, Mr. Manson and Colonel Morton. The Lieutenant- 
Governor desires to express his acknowledgments to the Board for the efficient 
supervision exercised by them during the year over this branch of the adminis- 
tration.

The Report for 1881, and the Resolution recorded upon it. 


The administration of the lunatic asylums in Pengal during 1882 was 
marked by no features of exceptional interest or importance. The Report is 
a record of normal conditions and the performance of routine duties, Such 
fluctuations as aré chronicled in the returns are nothing more than must be 
expected from year to year; they indicate no special causes, and eall for no 
special remark. The number of admissions into the asylums during the 
year, Which had shown a small rise in 1880 and again in 1 881, has fallen to 
165, which is the smallest number on record, and is less by 23 than that of 
the previous year. The decrease was most marked in the case of women, 
of whom only 2] were admitted in 1882 against 38 in the previous year. The 
number of re-admissions was 23 against 25 in 1881, and the daily average 
population of the asylums was $67:12 against 870-24. The decrease seoms 
to show that, contrary to expectation, the effect of the orders of Government 
restricting the admission of non-criminal and harmless patients is not yet 
entirely exhausted. 

2. The number of lunatics discharged cured was 83 against 93 in 1881. 
The Surgeon-General points out that in the Dullunda Asylum 6 persons, who 
were fit for discharge, suffered undue detention, and remained in custody at 
the close of the year. This matter was separately reported to Government by 
the Surgeon-General, who explained that the cause of detention was that on 
several consecutive occasions a sufficient number of visitors had not attended 
to form a quorum» for the discharge of recovered lunatics. Orders were 
promptly issued by Government for the discharge of the 6 persons referred 
to, who were set at large shortly after the close of the year, and measures 
were taken to prevent the recurrence of so grave an irregularity. The 
number of official visitors is sufficiently large to secure the regular attendance 
of a quorum at each monthly inspection, and gentlemen who have accepted the 
position should not lightly ignore its responsibilities. During the year, 
34 lunatics were transferred to the care of friends, 87 died, and 2 
escaped. The number remai:ing in the asylums at the close of the year 
was 849, viz. 662 males and 186 females, against 868 remaining at the 
close of 1881. The proportion of recoveries calculated upon average strength 
was 9:57 against 10-6 in the previous year, and \27 in 1880. ‘Lhe decrease 
in the percentage of recoveries in the year under review was due to the 
converse of the cause which led to the increase in 1881, viz. the falling off 
in the number of admissions for acute mania. ‘These fell from 99 to 69, or by 
nearly 50 per cent. The percentage of recoveries on tutal cases treated was, 
in the case of acute mania 17:5, chronic mania 4:08, melancholia 5-06, acute 
dementia 8'35, and chronic dementia 4°35. These percentages are higher in 
every case than the corresponding a gli in 1381, except in the case of 
chronic mania. ‘The Surgeon-General, however, does not think that complete 
uniformity exists in the various asylums in the diagnosis of different forms of 
mental disease, and the returns can only be regurded as approximately 
accurate, Changes of policy in nomenclature seem to have occurred during 
the last two years at Patna and Berhampore. ‘The number of deaths from 
the two forms of mania in the former asylum was 13 out of 155 cases treated, 
and in the latter, 10 out of 149. The percentages in these asylums were there- 
fore 838 and 6°71 respectively, against a general percentage of 7-93 in the

The number of lunatics confined in the several asylums was always 
below the capacity of the buildings ealculated at the rate of 50 — 
feet for each lunatic, except for limited periods at Dacca and ttack, 
Jt has been explained in previous reports that there is no real overcrowding in 
either of these institutions, as harmless lunatics are allowed to sleep in the 
verandahs, which are not included in the estimate of capacity. The followin 
table shows the number and disposal of criminal lunatics in the asylums in° 
Bengal during the last 11 years :— . 
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The return which was given in the report for last year, showing the 
offences with which the criminal lunatics then in confinement were charged, 
has not been repeated in the present report. The table was interesting, and 
the Licutenant-Governor thinks it would be well to include it in future, 
provided this can be done without difficulty. The statement given above 
shows that the numier of criminal lunatics is steadily increasing, though not 
at a very rapid rate. The Surgeon-Gencral does not think there is anything 
in the returns to contravene the opinion expressed in the last report, that 
the restrictions placed on the admission of harmless and non-criminal Junaties 
has not resulted in any appreciable increase of crime. Inthe absence of returns 
showing the offences of which the increased number of crinzinal lunatics were 
guilty, the Lieutenant-Governor is unable to express any opinion on the 
subject. The tendency of the admissions during the last few years appears 
tu bear out the Surgeon-General’s conclusions.

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There was &n increase in the number of cases of anzemia and debility and 
diarrhoea, while there was a considerable decrease of fevers and phthisis, 
The most noticeable point is the sudden accession of cholera, which had been 
entirely absent in 1881. The outbreaks occurred in the asylums at Dullunda, 
Dacea, and Patna. For the second year in succession the supply of water for 
the shower-baths in the Dullunda asylum failed, and the lunatics had to use 
tank water for bathing purposes. Only two cases, however, occurred in this 
asylum. The worst outbreak was at Dacca, where there were eight cases, of 
which seven proved fatal. The town and jail were attacked much more 
severely than the asylum, there having been 48 cases and 30 deaths in the 
jail alone. The filtered water-supply was extended to the Lunatic Asylum at 
the close of the year, and it may be hoped that this will be efficacious in ward- 
ing off attacks of cholera in future. In Patna the asylum is said to have shared 
in an outbreak which spread all over the district. It is remarkable, however, 
that the jail escaped altogether. Cases of injury and accident occurred only at 
Dacca and Berhampore, and were few in number and of comparatively 
trifling importance. The Lieutenant-Governor agrees with the Surgeon- 
General in thinking that the results should be judged by the record of serious 
injury only. , 

6. ‘The number of deaths in 1882 was 87 against 84 in the previous 
year, notwithstanding the accession of cholera, from which the proportion of 
deaths to cases was very high, as it always is in limited outbreaks. The 
number of deaths from cholera was 12 out of 15 persons attacked. The most 
fatal diseases, other than cholera, were phthisis, which caused 17 deaths out of 
23 cases, dysentery with 11 deaths out of 82 cases, and anemia and debility 
with 9 deaths out of 40 eases. Fatal diarrhoea and fatal fevers were almost 
absent. The causes of the apparent decrease in the number of deaths from 


phthisis have been explained in previous reports, and need not be recapitulated. 
The decrease is almost wholly apparent only, and not real. The total number 
of deaths from all causes was, at Dullunda 21, at Dacca 
Cuttack 4, and at Berhampore 16.

8. Under the head of establishment, the total expenditure amounted to 
Rs. 89,702 against Ns. 41,725 in the previous year, the average cost per patient 
‘being Rs, 45 against Rs. 47. In the Nullunda ty bee the charge for superin- 
tendence fell from Rs. 33 to Rs. 26, the reduction being due to the arrangement 
by which the charge of the asylum was transferred to the First Resident * 
Surgeon, General Hospital, from June 1882. Some redvctiong were also made 
inthe minor establishment, which were partly neutralized by the higher 
salaries granted to the Deputy Superintendent and the Matron. The fluctua. 
tions in the other asylums, which were comparatively small, were due 
principally to alterations in the details of establishments. 

9. The question of the cost of diet received considerable attention during 
the year. The Government of India drew attention to the high cost of diet 
in the Dullunda and Dacca Asylums as compared with the charges in the 
neighbouring jails. On enquiry, iswaeer, it was ascertained that the excess 
was more apparent than real. Several items, such as hospital expenses, 
which were included in the figures of cost in the case of asylums, were shown 
separately in the case of jails, while the nominal outlay in the latter institutions 
was still further kept down by dint of supplying the prisoners with vegetables 
from the jail gardens, and with other articles of food'prepared by the inmates, 
a resource that is only possible to a very limited exteut in lunatic asylums. 
Some minor economies have, however, been found possible, and the diet-scale 
at Dacca has been revised and assimilated to that in force at Dullunda. The 
cost per head of diet has been slightly reduced in these two asylums, as will

The conditions of a jail and a lunatic asylum are so different, that 
a comparison between their diet-scales and cost is apt to be misleading. The 
comparison should rather be with hospitals than with jails; but, as the Surgeon- 
General points out, “ it will not be very close with either, for sick men do not 
labour, and lunatics are not criminals.” 
10. The charge for clothing was Rs. 2,467 against Rs. 2,664, but 
Rs. 1,806 of the former sum represents the cost price of articles manufactured 
in the asylums. The amount realized from paying patients fell from Rs, 1,977 
in 1881 to Rs. 1,258 in the year under review. ‘the fluctuation is small. 
The amount expended on raw materials for manufacture was Rs, 27,088 
inst Rs, 24,317 in the previous year.

12, There were only two deaths in the asylum in 1882, against seven 
in the previous year. One man was admitted in a state of furious phrenzy, and 
was with difficulty kept alive for 46 days, after which period he died from 
exhaustion. ‘The other was the case of a man who was sent from Assam, 
suffering from fever, and who ultimately died of phthisis. The total expen- 
diture amounted to Rs. 21,186 a,ainst Rs. 22,160 in 1881. There was 
un inerease in the average cost of diets which is explained by the large number 
of patients who were admitted into the asylum in a weak and emaciated con- 
dition, and had to be kept up by extra quantities of food. ‘The total amount 
contributed by the friends of paying patients was Rs 14,786 against Rs. 15,280 
in 1881, and the average net cost of each lunatic to the State was Rs, 276. 

14, The management of the asylums throughout the province during the 
year was excellent, and reflects credit on the Superintendents and on the head 
of the department. ‘The members of the subordinate staff are all well spoken of 
by their immediate superiors. Mr, and Mrs. DeVere, the Deputy Seperinten- 
dent and Matron of the Bhowanipore Asylum, maintained the high reputation’ 
for efficiency they had won in former years,

A letter No. 109B, diated the Ist Febrnary 1883, from the Secretary to the Board of 
Revenur, submitting the reports of the Opiam Agents of Bexar and Benares 
’ for the year 1851-82. 

The period with which the reports deal has been one of considerable 
importance owing in the first place to the experiment which was made during. 
it of using opium purchased in Central India for excise purposes, with a 
view to set free a larger proportion than usual of the Bengal drug for the 
manufacture of provision opium, and secondly, to the heavy loss which was 
caused by the damage which a considerable portion of the Benares opium of 
the year 1880-81 was found to have undergone. The latter of these circum. 
stances has formed the subject of a separate enquiry, which has not yet closed 
and will therefore not be discussed in the present Resolution. The former 
will be considered in its proper place. 

2. The quantity of land for which cultivators engaged, of land actually 
cultivated, and the produce of each agency, are shown in the following table :—

Compared with the statistics noticed in last year’s report, those now under 
review sbow an improvement in the Behar Agency, both in the quantity of 
land for which engagements were made, and of that actually cultivated. 
The increase in the area under cultivation took place chiefly in the agencies 
north of the Ganges, in which, it may be observed, irrigation is much less freely 
resorted to than in the agencies south of the river. South of the river the 
entire cultivation, amounting to 219,527 bighas, was irrigated; while on tle 
north only 72,626 bighas, all in the Chupra district, or about one-third of the 
lands under puppy, were watered from wells. It would be interesting to learn 
whether the facilities for growing special crops, such as sugarcane, which the 
Sone canals afford, militate against the popularity of opium cultivation in the 
agencies south of the Ganges. Inthe Benares Agency the increase from 
tis. 4-8 to Rs. 5 in the price paid by the Government for crude opium has failed 
to prevent a falling off in the cultivation. ‘Ihe Agent is, however, hopefu: 
that the increase will henceforward bear fruit in increasing the popularity of 
the cultivation, This is a point on which the experience of the current yea 
will throw light.

, 4. ‘the weather was more favourable to the cultivation of the poppy *in 
the North-Western Frovinces than in Behar, and it is to this cause, as well as to 
the prevalence of fever in the latter agency, depressing the energies of the 
cultivators, that the difference in the proportionate ontturn is to be attributed 
In the districts of Behar the promise of a good season, given by the plentiful 
rainfall of August and September, led to large engagements on the art of 
the cultivators, but the epidemic of fever which followed interfered etctonsl 
with the cultivation. The weather also, though favourable for the greater art 
of the year, chgnged in March when strong winds injured the plants just at 
the time of collecting the drug — The sowings inthe Benares Agency were 
late, owing to the want of rain and the prevalence of fever, but the satisfactory 
weather later on favoured the healthy growth of the plants, and thus eontri- 
buted to cause an unusually good outturn in preportion to the extent of 
cultivation 

5. Of the total smount of opium sent to the Patna Factory by the Sub- 
Deputy Opium Agents, 8! maunds were found to be mre or less impure, while 
4 maunds 7 seers were so bad as to call for confiscation. In the previous season 
the confiscations amounted to 3 maunds 10 seers only. In the Benares Agency 
100 maunds of adulterated opium were sent in as good by the Sub- Deputy 
Agents, against 416 maunds in the previous year; but it was necessary to 
confiscate’Only 13 maunds, These results, as observed by the Board, are satisfae- 
tory, and point both to vigilence on the part of the local ‘officers and to a growing 
sense on the part of the cultivators of the futility of adulterating their 
produce. ’ ; 

6. The recovery of advances in the Behar Agency continues very eredit- 
able. The small balances which were outstanding last’ year for 1878:79, and 
for 1880-81, have been collected, and that for 1879-80 (amounting only to Rs. 42) 
has been remitted. ‘Che balance at the close of the year under review was 
Rs. 4,587, of which over one-fourth had been collected by the end of October, 
and the remainder was in course of realization. In the Benares Agency 
the results are less satisfactory, the balance at the close of 1881-82 amounting 
to Rs. 10,842. Large remissions were also made during the year of the 
outstanding balances of previous years, the aggregate amount struck off as 
incapable of realization being Rs 40,864. 

7. The number of cases instituted throughout Bengal for breach of the 
opium laws was the same as in the previous year, viz. 462, of which about 
one-half occurred in the Patna, Bhagulpur, and Chota Nagpur Divisions. Con- 
victions were obtained in 840 cases, and special reports were made regarding 
167 of the prisoners with a view to departmental enquiry. Fifteen of the 
prisoners were inhabitants either of native territory, or of districts which do not 
produce opium ; 14 cases could not be investigated ; 67 prisoners were either 
spium cultivators themselves, or were closely connected with cultivators, and 
71 had no connection with cultivators or cultivation. The fact that half of 
the prisoners whose cases it was possible to investigate were thus found to be 
merely agents for the disposal of illicit opium affords confirmation of the 
remarks of the Agent that it is to vigilance in the non-producing districts, ang 
especially in the larger towns, that the Government must mainly look for 
checks on illicit sale. The number of cases instituted under Act XIII of 1859 
showed a large increase, as it was found necessary to check, by the punishment

Of the lands tinder cultivation in the previous year, 7,651 
bighas were thrown out of cultivation, af which 2,656 bighas are ree stated , 
toghave been devoted to other crops, 1,716 bighas are accounted for by the, 
unproductive character of the land, or the death or disappearance of the 
cultivators, and 8,169 bighas are mentioned as having been thrown out of 
cultivation from other causes. The exact nature of these and other causes is 
not clear, but it is probable that the competition of other crops would account 
for a considerable portion of this area, ‘Ihe improvement of communications 
throughout Behar, which now enables the more bulky farm produce, such as 
sygarcane and potatoes, to be carried to distant markets has rendered these 
crops an important rival to the poppy, which the Agent believes is "being 
driven to inferior lands where it is cultivated mainly for the sake of the "~ 
advance. The practice of sowing other crops as soon as the poppy is cut, and 
in some cases of following these by a rain crop, has, it is alleged, impoverished 
the soil, and so had a bad effect on the poppy. Where there are no facilities 
for well irrigation, it is p ssible that this system of double cropping may 
have the effect attributed to it; but the Lieutenant-Governor is dispose to 
think that, as well irrigation has admittedly a specially fertilizing effect, the 
provision of further facilities for such irrigation north of the Ganges might go 
some way to counteract the impoverishment of the soil which the cultivation of 
several crops within the year may produce. In the Aligan] Sub-Agency one of 
the leading planters of the district has been for some time past trying the 
experiment of taking an indigo crop off opium land before the poppy is 
sown. Mr. Donald Reid, the planter in question, is of opinion that the yield 
of poppy is improved by this practice, but the Board are not at present disposed 
to concur in this view. The question is one of inuch interest from the point of 
view alike of Government revenue and of the indigo industry, and the 
Lieutenant-Governor desires that it may be noticed in future reports. Mr. 
Rivers Thompson has read the account which Mr. Reid has furnished of his 
experiments ; and althourh the results cannot be said to be conclusive, some 
very important considerations are suggested by them. ‘The Licutenant-Gover- 
nor trusts that Mr, Reid may sco his way to continae , such interesting 
experiments. 

The causes of the decrease of cultivation in the Benares Agency are 
discussed at less lengthin the report; but they are apparently not far to seek, 
and it is doubtful whether further efforts to extend cultivation in the North- 
Western Provinces and Oudh will be attended with commensurate success, 

9. In consequence, it is believed, of the concessions made to persons 
bringing in opium from Nepal, which were first made known to the cultivators 
in tume for the deliveries of the year under review, the amount of Nepal 
opium delivered at the agency rose from 233 maunds in 1880-81 to 577 
maunds in the year under review. The result is very satisfactory, and it 
may fairly be hoped that the deliveries from this source will increase in future 
as the concessions become more generally known. With regard to the cases of 
imposition mentioned by the Agent, the Lieutenant-Governor is disposed tc 
agree with Mr. Mangles and the Board that it is better that the Government 
should submit to some loss in the payment of travelling allowances, owing to 
parcels of opium being improperly split up, than that action should be taken 
which might check the progress which this compere new source of opiunt 
supply is now making. The Lieutenant-Governor will, however, be to 
receive the further report which the Board propose to submit on the subject. 

10. The deliveries of pasewa amounted to 152 maunds in the Behar 
Agency, and to 20 maunds in the Benares Agency, against 178 maunds and 44

. this view sanction was given to the erection, as an experimental measure. 
of three new depdts in the Patna Sub-Agency, and it is in contemplation to 
erect similar depdts elsewhere in the Behar Agency and in the Benares Agence 
No time should be lost in the submission of the further report ecanienk 
regarding the localities for these agencies. At the same time due attention 
should be given to the consideration whether the advantages to the people are’ 
more than commensurate with the difficulties which the scheme will impose on 
- limited establishnfents by having to superintend weighments at distant places 
within narrow limits of time. P 

12. The atlvances given to cultivators for the construction of wells 
formed the subject of a separate report to the Government of India which 
was submitted during the year under review. Considerable attention was also 
paid to the question which has now been for some time under discussion, of 
the relative superiority of well-water over canal-water for the cultivation of 
the poppy. During the year, further evidenee, which came before the 
Board, induced them to modify the opinion previously expressed that the 
preference of the ryots for well-water was in the main the result of 
prejudice. Enquiries made in the Tihta Sub-Agency, and certain experi- 
mental sowings in the Shahabad Sub-Agency, have now convinced the Board 
that the presence of certain mineral ingredients in solution .in the well-water 
does render it more suitable for the poppy than the purer water brought by 
the canals. It was found, however, that the rules of the Irrigation Department 
were such as virtually to debar the ryots in some localities from the use of 
other than canal-water. At the instance of the Board of Revenue, concessions 
have now been made in fayour of the ryots, by which they have been enabled 
to erect small aqueducts across the distributaries of canal-water at the expense 
of the Opium Department, subject only to such conditions as are necessary 
to prevent a misuse, of the privilege. The next report on the administration 
of the department should state the number of applications made by cultivators 
for the construction of aqueducts. 

13. An experiment, of which the results are likely to be of great import- 
ance to the future of the opium revenue, was made during the year on the 
recommendation of the Benares Agent. In order to set free a larger quantity 
of the opium produced in Bengal for the manufacture of opium for 
export, the Government of India sanctioned the purchase in Central India of 
some 2,000 maunds of opium for'manufacture into excise opium for consumption 
in India. Up to the time of the submission of the report 1,118 maunds of 
Central Indian opium had been manufactured, and the remainder was in 
course of manufacture. Reports which have recently been received tend to 
show that the habit of the Malwa cultivators of mixing oil with the drug has 
to some extent rendered the Central Indian opium unsuited for excise purposes, 
but it is hoped that it may, by improved methods of manufacture, in time 
be found possible to extract the oil. In the outlying provinces of India, also, 
itis very possible that the peculiar flavour imparted by the oil may be less 
disliked than in the North-Western Provinces. A continuance of the experiment 
has been sanctioned during the current year. 

14. Great difficulty was, as noticed last year, experienced by the 
Benares Agent in consequence of the failure of the contractors to supply chests for 
pecking the opium of the season 1880-81, and thore is no doubt that this 
‘ailure was the primary cause of the loss (referred to in the first paragraph of 
this resolution’ arising from the damaged condition in which much of the 
opium of that year was discovered when the chests were opened. It has now 
been arranged that all chests required in excess of those which can be manu-

16. It has been a source of satisfaction tothe Lieutenant-Governor that 


a scheme which was submitted last year for the sanction of the Secretary of State |

It will be 
rought into force with as little delay as possible. 

17. The thanks of the Licutenant-Governor are due to the Board of 
Revenue for the efficient control which they have exercised over the adminis.

RESOLUTION ON THE ANNUAL REPORT OF THE HEALTH OFFICER OF 
THE PORT OF CALCUTTA FOR 1882.

A letter No. 664RA, dated the 14th February 1888, from tke Officiating Sanitary 


Oommissioner for Bengal. forwarding the report of the Health Officer of the 
Port of Calcutta for the year 1882. 


Dr. Lyxcn, by whom the report is submitted, was Health Officer of the 
Port throughout the year. Advantage was taken of the retirement of the 
European Sanitary Inspector, who had been appointed to assist the Health 
Officer, to employ, on a smaller salary, a Native Inspector, and to supply him, 
from the savings thus effected, with a boat and establishment to enable him 
to visit the boats in Port. The change has not been in force sufficiently long 
to enable any opinion to be formed as to its results, but it is hoped that the 
appointment of an officer well acquainted with the vernacular language of the 
boarmen: in the Port, and understanding their habits, may lead to their 
availing themselves, when ill, of the medical aid and tre.tment afforded 
by the hospitals. 


2. Anoticeable increase has again taken place in the number both of 
in-coming and out-going vessels inspected by the Health Officer, which was 1,367 
in 1882 against 1,112 in the previous year. The average number of Kuropean 
seamen in the Port was 1,792 against 1,”50 in the previous year. The death- 
rate (51°8 per mille) was higher than usual, being enhanced fs large mortal- 
ity from cholera, which accounted for 41 out of 94 deaths. Bowel-com jlaints 
and fever were also more fatal than in the previous year. As was the case 
last year, the mortality from cholera in the Port was heaviest when the disease 
was most rife in the town. Five deaths from sunstroke occurred during the 
year, but there is no reason to believe that any of them were due to neglec

3. As mentioned in ‘the Lieutenant-Governor’s Resolution of last year 
steps were taken shortly before the end of the year to supply the Egyy tian 
and Turkish Governments with the fullest information regarding the poll a 
condition of the Indian ports, in the hope that a knowledge of the fasts 
would induce those Governments to remove the restrictions formerl 
imposed by _ them upon traffic. This hope was realized, and in April aa 
quaranting in Egypt was removed, and has not been since reimposed 
Weekly death returns of the Port are now sent regularly to Egypt and 
Turkey; and ag the mortality from cholera, though somewhat heavier 
than in previous years, has not led to the reimposition of quarantine, it 
may be hoped that a change is taking place in the policy of both Govern. 
ments in this respect. In July, in consequence of representations from the 
Turkish Sanitary Board, and with a view to keep communication with Egypt 
unimpeded, the Government of India consented to impose quarantine on ships 
from Batavia and Sumatra, where cholera was said to be rife. ‘Two ships only 
arrived from Batavia, so that the amount of inconvenience caused was slight. 





4. The number of pilgrims remained small, and one ship only returned 
with Bengali-Mussalmans from Jeddah. Small-pox broke out on board during 
the voyage, but the medical officer attached to the vessel rendered the necessary 
assistance. 7 : 

5. So far as particulars arc known, the health of Indian sailors at sea 
was good, the reported mortality amounting to only 21 out of 4.853 lascars 
known to be afloat, or about 43 per mille. Complaints of ill-treatment 
were made by lascars in nine cases. The results of the enquiries should have 
been reported. Scurvy was found present in two ships carrying native crews. -* 
The total number of cases, however, was only three. . 

6. At the cldse of 1881-82, and at the commencement of the past year, 
the insanitary state of the river bank at the kerosine oil depdt below Matea- 
brooj Ghat was brought to notice, but the premises being private, and the 
Municipality unable to arrest without warrant persons creating nuisances 
on the bank, it was found impossible to effect any improvement until a police 
guard was stationed at the spot. his measure has proved effective. The 
Lieutenant-Governor observes with satisfaction that only one complaint was 
made regarding the Howrah foreshore. On the Calcutta side two additional 
latrines have been erected by the Port Commissioners above the ILooghly 
Bridge, but more accommodation is reported to be urgently required at the 
entrance of Tolly’s Nullah, and this should be provided without delay. 


7. There were apparently no complaints during the year regarding the 
quality of the filtered water supplied to the European shipping by the Muni- 
cipulity. The tanks in the water-boats having now been fitted with proper 
covers, the water should always reach the ships in the same condition as it is 
received from the hydrants. 

8. The report notices a defect in the flushing inlets of the main sewers of 
the téwn, which might occasionally cause serious pollution to the water in the 
river. As constructed at present, the inlets do not at all seasons effectually 
prevent the outward flow of sewage, and complaints were made in the past 

ear of the escape of foul water into the stream ‘The matter is of the utmost 
importance to the health of the Port, and the Municipal Commissioners will 
be requested to take steps to obviate the recurrence of any further nuisance 
from this source.

rate per thousand was 61 in 1879, 35 in 1880, 48 in 1881, and 51°8 in the past 
year. 

10. The increase in cholera cases last year is in the main attributable to an 
increase of the disease in the town, but it is to be feared that in many instances 
the attacks were brought on by the recklessness of the men themselves. In 
eighteen cases it was ascertained that the disease was preceded by drunkenness 
and exposure to rain and cold. The mortality from enteric or typhoid fever, 
amounting to 33 per thousand, was very high. The comparatively large 
number of cases of this disease, which is said to be very rare amongst 
the resident population of Calcutta, appears to be mainly due to the gross 
disregard of their own healih shown by seamen in frequenting unhealthy 
localities and consuming the unwholesome drinks offered for sale in the native 
bazars. it appears that the disease is equally fatal among European soldiers, 
whose habits are similar in this respect. Efforts have been, and are still, made 
to keep seamen away from the native bazars, and much good has been thus 
done by the persons who have interested themselves in this philanthropic work ; 
but the proverbial carelessness of the sailor precludes thethope that complete 
success will ever be attained in this matter. An increase is again observed 
in cases of scurvy, and it is stated in the report that a similar increase has 
been noticed at home. The matter has attracted the attention of the Board 
of Trade, and it may be hoped that instructions will soon be issued for such a 
change in the diet of sailors at sea as to greatly reduce, if not entirely 
remove, the risk of this disease. 


11. The total mortality afloat and in hospital among the native popula- 
tion of the Port, numbered at 25,630 in the last census, gave a rate of 7'2 
per thousand, as compared with 5:5 in 1881. With the exception, however, 
of cholera, to which the higher mortality was due, the past year was net an 
unhealthy one for this class of the floating population. There were no deaths 
from typhoid fever or small-pox amongst them, and it is worthy of note, as 
Dr. Lynch remarks, that while they, who drank the foul water of the Hooghly, 
had a death-rate of 4°4 per thousand from cholera, the mortality from that 
disease among the residents of the town, who drink the filtered water supplied 
by the Municipality, was 5:2 per thousand. 


12. The duties of his office were efficiently discharged by Dr. Lynch 
during the year.

5. The new grade of probationers is introduced into the Department with 


the view of obviating the necessity of throwing out of employment officiating 
assistants when the acting vacancies in the Department are reduced in number 
in consequence of the return of senior oflicers from leave or deputation, {his 
was not only a hardship on the assistants themselves, but in many instances 
_ led to Government losing the services of officers who, on being so thrown out 
of employ succeeded in obtaining permanent appointments elsewhere, and 
thus the experience gained by them in their officiating capacity was 
not again utilized in the Department.

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SUMMARY. 


Tnx past week, like the preceding fortnight, has been characterized by high temper- 7 
atfre and unusual dryness of the air over nearly the whole of Northern India, but more 
especially in Behar and the North-Western Provinces. Qne effect of the marked contrast 
between the weather conditions over Northern India and the head of the Bay has been the 
strengthening of the southerly current across the coast of Bengal and Orissa, Unusually 
&trong south-westerly winds have hence prevailed during the week bringing up moderate 
supplies of moisture, Light showers have consequently fallen im Eastern Kengal and at the 
foot of the Darjecling Hills, in the Cooch Behar and Julpaigori districts The atmos- 
pheric conditions in Bengal also became unsettled during the week, which thus terminated 
with the probability of more or less general rain over the greater part of Bengal. Rain has" 
since fallen on the 21st, 22nd, and 23rd over nearly the whole of South-west Bengal and 
North Bengal and the greater part of Kast Bengal. e ‘
